From  girls,  to  ladies,  to  graduates.  Today 
I  am  honoured  to  speak  on  behalf  of  this 
group  of  women  in  white  who  I  can  call 
not  only  my  classmates  and  friends,  but 
my  family. 

I  remember  my  very  first  day  of  school 
at  BH;  the  first  time  I  wore  my  kilt;  the 
first  girls  I  met;  and  the  first  people  who 
I  looked  up  to.  From  day  one,  I  admired 
the  older  girls  who  went  to  school  in 
the  'Polo  Park'  part  of  the  building. 
Now,  a  lot  has  happened  between  that 
day  and  today.  Somewhere  along  the 
way  I  stopped  getting  bob  cuts,  grew 
a  foot  or  two,  learned  how  to  multiply 
fractions,  and  stopped  being  terrified  of 
Mrs.  Baillie,  but  in  the  blink  of  an  eye  it 
seemed,  I  was  one  of  the  girls  that  I  had 
always  admired.  I  was  a  graduate. 

Last  summer  while  I  was  talking  about 
how  excited  I  was  to  graduate,  I  was 
given  a  piece  of  advice  from  a  friend 
who  had  finished  school  a  couple  of 
years  earlier.  He  said,  "Enjoy  your 
high  school  years  because  it  all  goes 


downhill  from  there".  While  this  may 
have  been  a  little  pessimistic  for 
someone  of  the  ripe  old  age  of  19, 1 
would  like  to  pass  this  advice  on  to 
you.  I  can't  guarantee  that  our  lives 
are  on  a  downhill  slope  from  here  on; 
in  fact  I  know  they  aren't.  Balmoral 
Hall  has  helped  us  to  become  strong 
minded  and  determined  women:  the 
best  versions  of  ourselves,  ready  to  face 
the  world.  Though  wrong  on  that  note, 
my  friend  pointed  out  the  importance 
of  enjoying  your  high  school  years. 
The  years  we  spent  at  BH  with  each 
other  were  amazing  and  can  only  be 
truthfully  appreciated  once  they  are 
gone,  something  I  am  only  starting  to 
figure  out  now.  I  now  appreciate  how 
necessary  living — really  living — your 
BH  years  to  their  fullest  is.  Never  let  a 
moment  go  without  enjoying  it  and  truly 
living  it,  because  before  you  know  it 
that  moment  is  over.

A  Fantastic  Opportunity  to  Examine  the  Scientific  Process

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One  might  think  that  a  summer  doing 
science  is  a  waste  of  a  summer.  Who 
wants  to  experiment  when  you  could 
easily  enjoy  a  day  at  the  beach  instead? 
Fortunately,  when  I  chose  to  do  a  project 
to  enter  in  the  Sanofi-Aventis  Biotech 
Challenge  and  the  Manitoba  Schools 
Science  Symposium,  not  only  did  I 
expand  my  knowledge  of  the  scientific 
process  in  a  lab  setting,  but  I  was  able 
to  enjoy  every  minute  of  it  at  my  cottage 
along  the  south  basin  of  Lake  Winnipeg. 

I  had  done  a  project  a  year  prior 
concerning  a  problem  that  was  (and  is 
still)  very  prominent  in  Lake  Winnipeg: 
Escherichia  Coli  (or  E.  Coli  as  it  is  more 
commonly  known).  Many  believe  this 
bacteria,  which  is  harmful  to  humans,  is 
born  and  bred  in  the  water,  as  most  tests 
for  E.  Coli  the  province  does  are  done  in 
the  water.  However,  research  has  proven 
that  E.  Coli  actually  comes  from  the 
sand,  and  counts  25  cm  underground  are 
ten  times  higher  than  in  water.  My  last 
project  looked  at  six  different  samples  of 
sand  from  around  the  world  and  tested 
to  see  how  well  they  grew  E.  Coli.  The 
results  were  shocking:  five  of  the  six 
sands  grew  E.  Coli  brilliantly,  however 
one  sand,  from  Black  Island  Manitoba 
(Ordovician  Sand)  grew  no  E.  Coli. 

This  is  when  the  research  became 
heated;  what  properties  made  Ordovician 
Sand  a  death  trap  for  this  bacteria?  The 
answer  was  Kaolin.  Kaolin  is  a  type  of 
clay,  present  in  this  Ordovician  Sand, 


and  often  used  for  pottery  as  well  as 
pharmaceuticals  (ex.  Kaopectate).  The 
ifindings  from  my  last  project  lead  me  to 
the  conclusion  that  further  research  was 
needed  to  determine  whether  Kaolin 
was  a  viable  and  effective  mechanism 
with  which  to  control  E.  Coli  on  public 
beaches.  I  had  to  run  a  series  of  tests  on 
an  actual  beach,  rather  than  work  with 
sand  in  a  lab  to  determine  this,  but  I  had 
no  idea  where  to  start. 

Our  Middle  School  Principal,  Mrs.  Jackie 
Copp,  put  me  in  touch  with  Mr.  Bob 
Brown,  Director  of  the  Aventis-Biotech 
Challenge.  He  offered  to  set  me  up  with 
a  scientific  mentor  who  worked  in  the 
right  field  to  guide  me  in  my  research. 
A  week  after  getting  in  touch  with 
him,  I  met  Mr.  Don  Harron  of  TetREs 
Corporation,  an  environmental  company 
that  happened  to  have  a  million-dollar 
contract  with  the  RM  of  Gimli  to  help 
solve  the  problem  of  E.  Coli  infestation. 
A  high  tourism  beach  such  as  Gimli 
looses  millions  of  dollars  a  year  from  the 
loss  of  tourism  due  to  beach  closures. 
Mr.  Harron  laid  out  a  plan  to  approach 
the  problem  and  gave  me  access  to 
research  his  company  had  already 
done.  The  process  changed  every  time 
I  met  with  him:  many  ways  to  confront 
the  situation  were  too  difficult  or  time 
consuming.  We  finally  settled  on  an 
effective  plan  that  would  be  perfect  for 
the  job.  With  preparations  complete,  I 
bought  materials  and  set  up  lab  in  the 
kitchen  at  my  cottage.

Plots  were  laid  out  on  two  different 
test  sites.  Kaolin  incorporated  into 
each.  At  7:00  am  each  morning  I  took 
temperatures  of  both  water  and  sand, 
and  then  collected  samples  to  test.  Since 
a  public  beach  was  used  in  testing,  an 
early  start  meant  no  pedestrian  traffic  on 
the  beach  would  interrupt  my  study.  After 
collection,  we  went  back  to  the  "lab" 
where  the  samples  were  filtered,  and  E. 
Coli  colonies  were  counted. 

The  conclusion:  Kaolin  is  an  effective 
method  of  controlling  E.  Coli.  The  clay-like 
structure  of  this  material  absorbs  the  E. 
Coli  and  effectively  disallows  it  to  breed. 
The  Black  Island  Silica  producing  plant 
actually  produces  Kaolin  as  refuse  and 
discards  it.  The  province  could  easily 
attain  the  kaolin  and  mix  it  into  the  sand. 
The  texture  of  Kaolin  would  not  change 
the  consistency  of  the  pre-existing  sand 
as  it  too  is  white  and  ven/  soft  to  touch. 
Further  investigation  would  be  needed 
to  see  how  long  Kaolin  stays  within  the 
sand,  however  I  would  be  more  than 
willing  to  take  on  that  task! 

I  entered  this  project  in  both  the 
Aventis-Biotech  Challenge  and  the 
Manitoba  Schools  Science  Symposium 
and  walked  away  with  a  Gold  Medal, 
an  award  from  the  Manitoba  Science 
Academy,  the  Canadian  Fossil  Discovery 
Centre  and  Top  Overall  Environmental 
Project  Senior  Categon/.  Ouite  pleasing 
when  I  know  how  valuable  these 
awards  are  for  a  resume  and  applying 
for  university.  Not  only  did  the  lab  work 
teach  me  important  skills  I  will  need 
for  scientific  courses  later  in  my  life, 
but  the  chance  to  explain  what  I  did  to 
professional  scientists  was  a  fantastic 
opportunity  to  examine  the  scientific 
process  and  converse  with  people  who 
had  effectively  made  science  fairs 
their  lives. 

I  am  not  sure  whether  a  career  in  science 
will  be  in  the  cards,  however  I  like  to 
keep  all  my  options  open.  The  scientific 
process:  critical  thinking  and  researching, 
is  indispensable  not  only  in  a  career  as  a 
scientist  but  is  quintessential  for  everyday 
life.  The  experience  was  fantastic:  I  was 
able  to  see  how  science  really  works, 
gain  valuable  experience,  and  got  a  tan! 


A  Symphony  of  Contrast 

An  Experience  of  Honour  and  Humility

In  February  of  2007, 1  had  the  extreme 
privilege  of  attending  the  Microsoft 
Innovative  Teachers  Conference  in 
Cambodia.  I  was  one  of  5  Canadian 
teachers  invited  to  present  my  lesson 
plan  at  the  Asia  Pacific  Conference. 
Pictures  and  words  cannot  capture 
the  experience. 

We  arrived  in  Cambodia  early  on 
February  27th.  I  immediately  saw  that 
Cambodia  is  a  country  of  extreme 
poverty  and  unexpected  wealth,  living 
side  by  side.  The  tourist  interest  in 
Cambodia  is  growing  immensely  and  the 
local  population  relies  on  it.  We  learned 
that  the  salary  of  an  average  working 
educated  Cambodian  was  $20  -  $35  a 
month!  We  saw  families  of  four  riding 
together  on  one  moped  next  to  SUVs 
roaring  down  the  dirt  road;  children 
coming  home  from  school  in  bare  feet 
carn/ing  their  books  in  rope  bound 
bundles  passing  Internet  cafes  filled 
with  tourists;  shacks  with  straw  roofing, 
no  plumbing  or  electricity  that  were  built 
up  to  spa  resorts;  the  outdoor  market 
stood  in  the  heat  of  day  next  to  the 
air-conditioned  Gucci  and  Louis  Vitton 
department  store  and  the  free-of-charge 
children's  hospital  was  standing  next  to 
the  concert  hall  Microsoft  had  rented 
to  hold  our  conference,  which  was 
guarded  by  armed  police  keeping  the 
local  residents  out  of  the  hall  and  off  the 
grass.  This  in  itself  gave  me  a  great  deal 
of  insight  into  the  need  for  education  in 
this  country. 


During  the  conference,  innovative 
teachers  from  different  countries  had 
some  work  to  do.  We  took  a  field  trip  to 
the  Temples  of  Angkor  Wat,  Ta  Prohm 
and  Bayon.  We  saw  ruins  that  propose 
to  be  the  8th  Wonder  of  the  World  and 
they  were  magnificent!  There  is  so  much 
histon/  and  culture  within  the  sandstone 
ruins.  Local  residents  provide  current 
authenticity  of  the  beliefs  and  traditions 
still  alive  today  as  men  and  women  sit 
within  the  temples  with  offerings  and 
incense  for  the  statues  that  still  survive 
among  the  ruins.  Also  among  the  ruins 
are  the  children,  begging  tourists  to 
purchase  their  products  so  they  can  go 
to  school,  sustain  shelter,  and  provide 
food  for  their  families. 

After  our  field  trip,  we  had  lesson  plans 
to  create  about  the  adventure.  We 
gathered  in  multicultural,  multilingual 
groups  of  teachers  that  Microsoft  felt 
used  technology  in  the  most  innovative 
ways.  We  were  given  a  topic  relating  to 
the  Angkor  region  and  culture  and  were 
asked  to  create  a  lesson  plan  for  the 
topic.  This  lesson  plan  then  competed 
against  the  other  teacher  groups 
at  the  conference.  The  competition 
was  creative,  unique  and  incredibly 
interesting.  It  was  a  great  experience  of 
cooperative  learning  and  peer  teaching. 
We  learned  to  share  our  philosophies  on 
teaching  and  take  the  best  of  what  each 
had  to  offer  to  create  a  harmonic  lesson 
plan  as  well  as  communicate  ideas.  Even 
though  our  languages  were  varied,  our 
purpose  was  united. 


At  the  same  time,  our  original  lessons 
that  won  us  the  November  2006 
Microsoft  Innovative  Teacher  Awards 
were  again  presented  and  judged.  We 
had  the  honour  of  keynote  speakers  such 
as  the  Minister  of  Education,  Youth  and 
Sport  from  the  Royal  Government  of 
Cambodia,  the  Deputy  Prime  Minister 
of  the  Royal  Government  of  Cambodia 
and  the  Managing  Director  and  UNESCO 
Director  of  the  Asia  Pacific  Public  Sector 
and  Regional  Bureau  of  Education. 

In  the  end,  this  experience  was  one 
of  honour  and  humility  It  was  one  I 
will  never  forget  and  will  be  forever 
grateful  for.  This  experience  offered  me 
something  that  I  would  never  have  had 
otherwise  and  my  only  regret  was  that 
my  students  were  not  there  to  share  it.

Established  in  1999,  Youth  in 
Philanthropy  is  an  initiative  that  gives 
high  school  students  the  opportunity  to 
experience  philanthropy  and  community 
development  first  hand.  Each  school 
committee  receives  $5000  to  distribute 
to  charitable  organizations  of  their 
choice  based  on  the  values  and  goals 
they  selected  as  a  group. 

This  year,  Balmoral  Hall's  YiP  committee 
was  made  up  of  over  40  dedicated  and 
hard  working  girls  that  spent  their  lunch 
hours  on  Day  7  working  to  find  suitable 
charities  to  grant  money  to.  Some  of  our 
newer  members  of  Youth  in  Philanthropy 
attended  a  conference  in  the  fall  at  the 
Canadlnns  Polo  Park  with  other  YiP 
members  from  around  Winnipeg,  where 
we  heard  from  various  speakers  and 
watched  presentations.

As  a 
group,  we  then  shared  with  the  other 
YiPpers  about  the  site  visit  we  had  been 
on,  and  determined  which  organizations 
would  receive  a  grant,  and  for 
how  much. 


We  finished  the  year  with  a  year-end 
celebration  at  the  Canadlnns  Polo  Park, 
with  students  and  presentations  from 
other  committees  around  the  city  Our 
presentation  was  a  video  that  we 
worked  hard  to  prepare;  it  was  filmed 
and  edited  by  two  of  our  committee 
members. 

Youth  in  Philanthropy  has  been  a  huge 
success  this  year,  and  a  huge  thank  you 
to  our  teacher  advisor,  Mrs.  Connie 
Shyka  for  all  of  her  hard  work, 
dedication  and  guidance  throughout  the 
year;  and  also  an  extra  big  thank  you  to 
all  of  the  girls  for  their  time  and 
commitment.

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The  Tax  Advantage  of  Donating  Stocks,  IVIutual 
Funds  or  Flow-Through  Shares  to  a  Charity

We  all  know,  when  we  donate  to  a 
charity,  we  receive  a  non-refundable  tax 
credit  on  our  tax  return.  But,  how  much 
is  the  credit  worth  and  are  there  ways  to 
make  it  worth  more? 

For  2007,  in  Manitoba,  on  the  first  $200 
that  are  donated  your  tax  refund  or 
balance  payable  changes  by  $53.  This  is 
calculated  as  15.5% — federal  lowest  tax 
bracket  plus  10.9%  provincial  lowest  tax 
bracket  equals  26.4%.  Therefore  26.4% 
times  $200  is  $53  in  tax  savings. 

When  your  donation  is  more  than  $200 
the  marginal  tax  rate  on  the  amount 
above  $200,  jumps  from  26%  to  46%. 
This  is  calculated  as  29% — federal 
highest  tax  bracket  plus  17.4%  provincial 
highest  tax  bracket  equals  46.4%. 

Therefore,  the  more  you  give  the 
more  you  save. 

Now  let's  answer  the  2nd  part  of  the 
question.  Are  there  ways  to  have  our 
donation  give  us  a  bigger  refund  or  allow 
us  to  pay  less  tax? 

The  answer  is  Yes.  There  are  two  that 
come  to  mind. 

The  first,  is  to  donate  stock  or  mutual 
funds  that  have  increased  in  value, 
rather  than  donating  cash  to  your 
favourite  charity.  A  number  of  years  ago 
the  Department  of  Finance  changed  the 
rule  on  how  capital  gains  on  the 
disposition  of  stocks  and  mutual  funds 
were  taxed.  Normally  if  you  sell  an 
investment,  you  are  required  to  include 
in  your  taxable  income  50%  of  the 
capital  gain.  If  the  gross  capital  gain  for 
example  is  $600  and  you  are  in  the 
highest  tax  bracket  you  will  pay  $139  in 


tax.  ($600  *  50%  *46.4%).  However,  as 
of  May  1,  2006,  the  Department  of 
Finance  allows  if  you  donate  a  stock 
or  mutual  fund  instead  of  the  cash, 
you  do  not  need  to  include  any  of  the 
capital  gain  in  income. 

The  2nd  way  to  enhance  your  refund  or 
reduce  your  tax  payable  is  by  using 
flow-through  limited  partnerships  (FTLP). 
This  is  a  multi  step,  multi  year 
procedure.  The  procedure  is  as  follows: 
Buy  the  FTLP  in  year  1 ,  generally  with  a 
FTLP  you  are  allowed  to  deduct  the  full 
amount  of  the  investment  from  other 
income  in  the  year  of  purchase.  Then 
FTLP  generally  converts  to  a  mutual  fund 
in  year  2  or  year  3.  Then,  as  per  above, 
donate  the  mutual  fund  to  the  charity. 

For  Example: 

A  $10,000  cash  donation  to  a  charity  will 
generate  a  tax  credit  of  approximately 
$4,640  in  the  year  of  the  donation, 
assuming  the  Taxpayer  has  sufficient 
income  to  use  the  donation  credit. 

A  $10,000  investment  in  a  flow-through 
limited  partnership  will  generate  a 
deduction  of  approximately  $4,640  in  the 
year  of  investment.  Two  years  later,  after 
the  flow-through  limited  partnership  has 
been  converted  into  a  mutual  fund,  the 
Taxpayer  can  donate  the  mutual  fund 
shares  to  a  registered  charity,  for  the 
same  tax  credit  of  $4,640  as  in  the 
straight  cash  donation.  With  the  new 
budget,  the  capital  gains  tax  on  in-kind 
contributions  to  charities  is  forgiven. 

Using  a  flow-through  limited  partnership, 
the  Taxpayer  achieves  additional  cash 


savings  of  $4,640  versus  a  cash  donation 
of  $10,000  to  a  charity.  In  addition,  the 
capital  gain  on  the  flow-through  shares 
is  forgiven. 

The  draw  back  to  the  above  procedures 
is  that  it  makes  the  donation  process 
more  complicated.  The  question  that  I 
am  asked  most  often  is  whether  a 
charity  will  accept  a  stock  or  mutual  fund 
as  a  donation?  You  must  ask  the  charity 
this  question  yourself.  If  they  say,  "No." 
You  should  ask,  "Why  not?"  All  of  the 
larger  charities  in  the  city,  as  well  as 
Balmoral  Hall  School,  would  be  very 
pleased  to  accept  these  types 
of  donations. 

In  my  discussions  with  clients,  we  find 
that  most  give  smaller  dollar  amounts  to 
many  charities.  That  does  not  work  ven/ 
well  with  donating  stock.  For  example,  it 
would  be  a  lot  of  work  to  donate  $50 
worth  of  stock  to  20  charities  rather  than 
donate  $1 ,000  of  stock  to  1  charity.  The 
administrative  cost  of  sending  out  a 
donation  receipt  reduces  the  money  the 
charity  can  use  towards  its  charitable 
work.  Therefore,  for  the  same  annual 
giving  amount,  fewer  but  larger 
donations,  means  more  charitable  work 
can  be  done. 

So  ask  your  favourite  charity  if  they  will 
accept  stock  or  mutual  funds  as  a 
donation,  it  is  better  for  them  and  better 
for  you.

Week,  one  of  our  biggest  "projects"  was  to  organize  the  Ryerson 
Mass  Exodus  Fashion  Show  for  the  graduating  designers.  This 
year  it  was  titled,  "PLATFORM"  and  was  a  huge  success!  It  is  one 
of  Ryerson's  biggest  events,  not  to  mention  the  largest  university 
fashion  show  in  the  country.  I  was  a  member  of  the  Public 
Relations  committee,  which  was  one  of  the  most  beneficial 
positions  because  I  was  able  to  interact  with  all  of  the  important 
publications  and  media  contacts  in  the  Toronto  industry. 


On  a  more  exciting  note,  this  summer  I  landed  a  full  time 
internship  at  FLARE  magazine,  working  in  the  fashion  and  editorial 
department.  Being  able  to  gain  hands-on  experience  by  working 
with  industry  experts,  beautiful  merchandise  (I  want  to  take 
everything  home  to  my  closet!)  and  working  on  the  magazine's 
photo  shoots  makes  it  one  of  the  best  learning  tools.  If  someone 
were  to  ask  me  what  one  of  my  greatest  achievements  has  been 
over  my  past  three  years  in  Toronto,  landing  the  internship  at 
FLARE  would  have  to  be  number  one. 

Upon  my  graduation  from  the  program  this  coming  year,  with  a 
Bachelor  of  Design,  I  am  hoping  to  travel  to  some  of  the  world's 
fashion  capitals,  including  Milan  and  Paris.  After  my  travels,  I  am 
looking  at  completing  a  broadcasting  program  so  that  I  will  have 
all  that  it  takes  to  one  day  replace  the  lovely  Jeanne  Bekker  of 
Fashion  Television.  If  my  prime  time  debut  takes  a  few  years  to 
take  off,  I  wouldn't  mind  a  career  in  publishing  as  a  magazine's 
fashion  editor  or  editor  in  chief.

A  Profile  of  Paola  Calzada  '95

I  was  the  second  Mexican  student  to 
ever  attend  Balmoral  Hall  School.  When 
I  first  arrived  in  Winnipeg,  my  mom 
could  not  stop  crying  while  I  couldn't 
stop  smiling.  Upon  my  departure,  it 
was  me  that  could  not  stop  crying!  The 
experience  was  unique.  The  highlights 
included  touching  snow  for  the  first 
time,  the  perfect  geometry  of  flakes  in  the  windows  at  Residence 
and  my  first  joke  in  English  without  stuttering. 

What  stunned  me  the  most  about  BH  was  the  will  of  the  students. 
Even/one  wanted  to  excel.  The  concept  of  having  an  Advanced 
Placement  for  students  who  want  to  study  harder  did  not  exist  in 
the  Mexican  education  system.  I'm  still  proud  of  myself  for  being 
an  AP  English  and  Math  student  at  BH,  even  more  proud  than  my 
first  joke  in  a  foreign  language! 

I  chose  to  study  in  Canada  purely  by  chance.  The  Middle  School 
I  attended  in  Mexico  City  was  in  front  of  the  Canadian  embassy. 
I  simply  walked  over  to  ask  for  information.  Luckily,  it  wasn't  the 
Siberian  embassy  across  the  street  since  I  did  have  a  hard  time 
with  Winnipeg's  climate.  I  loved  the  experience  so  much  that  I 
spent  the  next  few  years  plotting  how  to  justify  my  stay  in  other 
countries.  Australia  and  Italy  were  still  to  come. 

I  studied  architecture  in  Mexico  City  and  did  one  semester 
abroad  at  the  University  of  Canberra.  Ten  days  after  I  received 
my  degree  in  architecture,  I  left  for  Milan  and  spent  two  and 
a  half  years  there.  I  did  a  Masters  in  industrial  design  and  two 
specializations  in  interior  and  furniture  design.  My  stay  there 
helped  me  understand  aesthetics  and  unleashed  my  creativity. 
Italians  have  a  very  particular  understanding  of  materials  and 
form,  intertwined  with  a  merchandising  system  which  is  truly 
breathtaking.  I  was  lucky  enough  to  work  for  a  famous  architect, 
Matteo  Thun  for  a  year  and  a  half.  While  at  the  Studio  Thun,  I 
designed  a  castle  for  an  Arab  princess  in  Saudi  Arabia  and  a 
ski  resort  in  the  north  of  Italy  in  which  all  windows  are  full  of 
graphics  of  giant  snow  flakes  such  as  the  ones  I  spent  hours 
observing  in  the  BH  residence  windows.  Finally,  I  decided  there 
is  no  place  like  home. 


For  four  years  I've  worked  for  Higuera+Sanchez  Arquitectos, 
an  incredibly  large  and  important  firm  in  my  home  city.  I  am 
head  of  the  interior  design  department  which  I  opened  with  my 
boss'  support.  I've  designed  everything  from  wine  restaurants  to 
resorts  and  houses.  My  youngest  client  will  be  able  to  paint  on 
his  bedroom  walls  without  being  punished  and  my  eldest  will 
have  a  house  built  by  Mexican  artisans. 

I  plan  on  staying  in  Mexico  City  since  what  I've  learned 
from  the  artisans  of  my  country  mixed  with  the  will  to  excel 
learned  from  Canadians,  respect  for  nature  from  Australians, 
and  creativity  from  Italians  is  turning  out  to  be,  in  my  opinion, 
great  architecture!
